The remarkable progress that has 
been msde in building powerful 
eugines of light weight tor air ships 
is well shown by the “ A ntoinette” 
gasoline motors ot M. Levavasseur, 
the Paris engineer. The new 50 horse­ 
power type has eight cylinders, this 
number ensuring great steadiness and 
making a flywheel unnecessary, while 
the motor starts on simply switching 
on tbe ignition current, and can be 
reversed by a simple cam-shifting 
device. 
The power is developed by 
1400 revolutions per miuute. 
The 
bore and stroke a're each 4 1-3 inches, 
the total weight -including gasoline, 
pump, piping, wires, plugs and spark 
coil—is hut 187,1Wi pounds; and the 
space occupied is 29.13 inches long 
by 23.62 inches wide and high. This 
motor has been used on the new 
aeroplane of Santos Duruor.t and by 
other aeronauts, also giving good 
results on launcbes. 
A 130 horse­ 
power now being built will bave six­ 
teen cylinders, and is to weigh only 
220 poundE, without gasoline, etc. 
W alking on water was accomplished 
a year ago by W. II. Llewellyn, an 
English naval pensioner. Tbe appa­ 
ratus has been improved, aud now 
consists of a pair of canvas-corered 
boots, about four feet long, with a 
large steering rudder—controlled by 
lines hitched round the waist—attach­ 
ed to one, aud wooden cross-bars 
fitted to the bottom of each to aid in 
keeping the balance. 
In a late test, 
tbe inventor walked with and against 
a running stream, at about two miles 
an hour. 
. 
A novel English table lamp depends 
upon petrol absorbed by a porous 
stone filling the container. 
There is 
no wick, but air rising through per­ 
forations in tbe stone carries enough 
vapor to light the mautic. Upsetting 
extinguishes the light, while theie is 
no free petrol, no odor aud no smoke, 
with small consumption of illum inant. 
A heating apparatus that is cheap 
efficient, sanitary, and of light and 
ornam ental construction is claimed 
by Prof. Junkers, of Dessau, Ger­ 
many, in his novel gas-stove for 
banging on the wall. Tbe lower half 
of the stove consists simply of a 
corrugated reflector, belaud which is 
a passage fur tbe cold air, which rises 
into a series of flat tubes over the 
burners, becomes heated, and escapes 
into an external casing surrounding 
the upper half of the stove. 
One 
series ot openings in the easing allows 
the heated air to rise to tbe top of tbe 
room, another series projects it for­ 
ward, while the heat passing down­ 
ward is turned by tbe reflector against 
tbe floor. 
Tbe gas is completely 
burned; the heat is used to best ad­ 
vantage, the strong circulation ensur­ 
ing quick and uniform warming of the 
room; and the products ot combus­ 
tion aTe led from the burners to any 
convenient chimney flue. 
The stove 
is usually suspended at a height of 
12 to 2U inches, ft economizes space, 
dust does not collect beneath it, and 
it does not heat tbe wall behind it. 
Vesuvius proves to be a fertilizer 
factory of strenuous kind. Dr. Stok- 
lasa, of Prague, calculates that in tbe 
late eruption the crater threw out 
upon the surrounding ground about 
50,000,000 tous of mud, sand, ashes, 
lava, etc., containing an average of 
0.1 per cent of nitrogen. This pro­ 
duct of 50,000 tons of nitrogenous 
fertilizer is more than is used in the 
whole of England. 
in addition the 
mountain has made enormous deposits 
of potassium phosphate and other 
fertilizing salts, and the vapors con­ 
stantly rising from the crater are 
laden with plant food. 
T he dreaded tsetse-fly of Africa is 
supposed to breed in tbe banana 
plantations. 
As the banana is the 
staple tood of the country, the planta­ 
tions cannot be destroyed, and it is 
proposed to introduce tbe junglo- 
fowl to exterm inate the flies, beginn­ 
ing the experiment on tbe fly-infested 
deserted island of lvimmi in the 
Victoria Nyanza. 
Photographs of single vowel sounds 
or musical notes have been nrado for 
a considerable time, but with the 
improved recording system ot K. 
Marbe, a German investiagtor into 
tbe psychology of language, we may 
obtain a continuous picture of an 
entire speech. 
Using Konig’s gas 
flame, which oscillates in height with 
the vibrations of the gas container, 
he registers the sound motion in 
smoke instead of by photography. 
The gas is passed through a tube into 
a capsule closed by a membrane and 
having a suitable burner tube, tbe 
capsule is placed on a box with the 
membrane over a circular aperture, 
and vibrations are set up by a tuu- 
iug fork at ouo side of tbe box or by 
a telephone membrane. 
A strip ot 
paper is slowly wound from one roll 
to another just above the flame. 
While there is no vibration the paper 
is smoked a uniform gray color, but 
when the tuning fork er telephone 
membrane is made to act, the flame 
is rapidly oscillated aud the smokBd 
record is broken up into a series ot 
little tongues pointing in the direc­ 


tion of the tape’s motion. The ton­ 
gues vary in size and shape. 
Each 
vowel spoken into the telephone gives 
a characteristic Eeries of vibrations, 
and words produce varying com bina­ 
tions. 
A tim ing device, marking 
tenths of a second on the tape, is to 
be added to the apparatus. 
Having given a live per cent aqueous 
solution of carbon bisulphide for tbe 
relief of intestiual symptoms accom­ 
panying pneumonia, an Italiau physi­ 
cian was surprised by a remarkable 
improvement in tne"pneumonia itself. 
Tried on four cases of uncomplicated 
pneumonia, the remedy gave excell­ 
ent results, fever disappearing on tbe 
third or fourth day, and expectora­ 
tion being slight. The volatile sub­ 
stance, easily absorbed by the blood, 
is supposed to paralyze tbe pneumo­ 
cocci and neutralize their toxins. 
A late list shows that 601 minor 
planets bad been recorded up to June 
21 la3t, 31 having been discovered — 
mostly at Heidelberg—since the pie- 
vious July 30.

THOUGHTLESS TRAPPERS. 


to r tu r e to A n im als and R n thR n s 
D estru ction of G am e. 
Toople who have not seen cn'n form 
no tdca of the suffering trappers cause 
nor of their ruthless destruction of 
game. Nothing escapes them. Even the 
squirrels are sacrificed to bait traps 
for marten and fisher, and not only tbe 
squirrels, but all kinds of birds, wheth­ 
er game or song birds. 
In trapping mink, otter, beaver and 
a few other fur bearing animals the 
trap is nearly always set near the 
water, where the animal when caught 
can drown itself, thus ending Us suf­ 
fering. 
But with bear, marten and fisher it is 
different. The bear must drag a heavy 
clog about until it catches in some root 
or bush. There ho must wait until the 
trapper comes to kill him, aud this in 
some cases is not for days. The bones 
of the leg are almost Invariably broken 
by the trap, aud tho leg swdlls to in­ 
credible size. One trapper in one day 
shot nineteen large blue grouse merely 
to try a new rifle. The birds were nest­ 
ing. He bad no use for them, and not 
one did be even bring to camp. 
Years ago in British Columbia au old 
trapper camped near our boar bunting 
party. lie shot everything he could 
find, even little ducks and marmots. A 
goat he killed fell over a cliff, and as 
it was harder to recover it than to shoot 
another he shot another. 
He was 
trapping beaver out of season and 
boasted of having caught one that was 
about to become a mother. 
I have seeu the spot where a bear 
fast In a trap had been caught for more 
than a week in a thicket through which 
It was impassible to drag the trap and 
clog. I once knew an old French trap­ 
per who shot seventy-three moose and 
elk in one winter for bear bait for the 
spring catch. I asked why he killed so 
many. lie said that he wanted a big 
stink in the spring so as to bring the 
bears around. All of the animals he 
had slaughtered for a spring stink were 
shot with a revolver, for they were 
snow bound and could uot escape. He 
told mo that lie dropped five big oik in 
one pile. This frightful destruction by 
trappers lias exterminated tbe game.— 
World's Work.

READING THE TREE. 


H ow th e F orester G ets Its L ife H is­ 
tory In D etail. 
Tho forester reads the history of a 
tree in. great detail, says the American 
Magazine. 
After taking out a few 
“borings” to the center of the tree at 
different heights and couuting the 
rings on them he iuay spin you such a 
yarn as this: 
“This tree is 150 years old (150 rings 
at the base). 
During tbe first five 
years it grew only seven inches (143 
rings, seven inches from the base). 
Evidently It the a began to touch 
crowns with other saplings, for it took 
a spurt and put on fifteen inches a 
year steadily till It was forty years 
old (forty rings forty-four and one-halt' 
feet above the ground). It was not 
growing ns fast as its neighbors, how­ 
ever, for at this point it began to be 
overshadowed, and its growth declined 
for the next ten years to ns little as 
four inches a year (forty-five rings at 
forty-eight feet aud fifty at fifty feet). 
Just In time to save its life something 
happened to Its big neighbors, pre­ 
sumably a windstorm, aud It resumed 
a steady growth of about six indies a 
year, having passed its fastest growing 
time. Its growth in thickness doesn’t 
seem to have varied much, about au 
inch every three years. But It grew 
faster and faster In volume, of course, 
as its height increased—a little over a 
cubic foot a year in its prime of life, I 
should judge. About thirty years ago 
It reached maturity and stopped grow­ 
ing In height (thirty rings at the top 
of the main stem), and now It is ap­ 
proaching old age (the last rings are 
pretty thin). Hold on a minute—here’s 
a false ring, twenty, forty, forty-six 
years back; two very thin rings— 
see—instead of one thick one; means 
that something Interrupted the growing 
season, probably a late frost.” 


T lie D rug C lerk. 
In the old days the drug clerk spent 
his spare moments In pounding leaves 
and barks for the production of tinc­ 
tures and extracts that are now sup­ 
plied by wholesale manufacturers. 
When he had nothing else to do he 
made ointment and rolled pills. The 
mortar and pestle were the universal 
sign of the trade. But the diverse mod­ 
ern activities of tho pharmacist more 
than compensate fur the earlier details 
of toll. It Is still a time honored prac­ 
tical jest to ask the apprentice to pow­ 
der ten pounds of camphor in a mor­ 
tar. After sweating at his task for au 
hour or two he learns that camphor 
won’t powder, though it is readily sol­ 
uble in alcohol.—New York Tribune. 


Som e W orm s A re C urious. 
The most curious creature of tbe 
worm family is tho diplozoon, a sin­ 
gular parasite which infests the gills 
of several species of fish, particularly 
the bream. Each individual diplozoon 
has two distinct bodies united in the 
middle so as to form a perfect St. An­ 
drew’s cross, each half of the creature 
containing precisely the same kind of 
organs—viz, an alimentary canal, a 
venous system, reproductive organs, 
etc.

THE SURGEON’S TOOLS 


AS FEW AS POSSIBLE USED BY THE 


MODERN PRACTITIONER, 


To R em ove an A p pend ix, F or In ­ 
sta n ce, H e Can C arry E verything: 
N ecessary In One of H is P ock ets. 
H and F orged Iu strn m eu ts th e R est. 
“A surgeon used to carry a bag of in­ 
struments weighing often as much aa 
twenty-five pounds when lie was called 
to operate,” said a member of tho staff 
of the New York Postgraduate Med­ 
ical School aud Hospital the other day. 
“Today an average operation, such as 
the removal of an appendix, calls for no 
more instruments than can be carried 
In the jjockets. 
“I have just come,” continued the doc­ 
tor, “from removing an appendix, and 
here in this small package are all the 
instruments I used—a scissors, two ar­ 
tery clanips, two forceps and a needle. 
Many operations, of course—gastro­ 
enteric, gynecological and those that 
have to do with bones—require more 
Instruments, but modern science de­ 
mands the use of as few as possible In 
order that time may be saved. Skill 
and haste are prime factors In an op­ 
eration. In the old days, before anaes­ 
thesia was known, this was to shorten 
the patient’s agony as much as possible. 
After ether was discovered surgeons 
for awhile operated more leisurely, but 
soon finding out that the shock to the 
patient remaining under ether so long 
was always dangerous and often fatal 
they again recognized the importance 
of swiftness. Diminishing the number 
of Instruments was one of the methods 
for saving time. In the operating room 
in the old days there was always, no 
matter what the operation, a good sized 
table laid out with ten or fifteen score 
of Instruments, fifty artery clamps, 
scissors, forceps and lancets by the 
dozen. It used to take over an hour to 
remove an appendix; today tho average 
Is about twelve minutes. 
“The variety of Instruments increases 
every year ns surgeons meet with new 
needs or solve old problems. In our 
school here, as iu others, many instru­ 
ments have been devised. Especially 
to those having to do with the eye, ear, 
nose and throat have we made valua­ 
ble additions as well as in the field of 
orthopedic appliances. The Hippocrat­ 
ic oath precludes the patenting of any 
such Inventions; consequently all in­ 
struments are free to be made by all 
and every surgical manufactory.” 
The making of surgical Instruments 
in the United States is nenrly contem­ 
poraneous with the beginning of the 
republic, aud one or two of the promi­ 
nent firms today date from long before 
the civil war. In no country are finer 
Instruments made than in the United 
States. Though the number of men 
employed Is small, every man is a 
skilled laborer aud au artist, with an 
adroitness often as fine as that of n 
Journeyman jeweler, capable of mak­ 
ing even the most delicate of the great 
variety of instruments, amounting to 
abont 10,000, which a surgical house 
must keep in stock or be ready to pro­ 
duce upon order. 
Cast aud drop forged instruments 
have no lasting value, and once the 
edge Is woru off they can never be sat­ 
isfactorily resharpened. The process 
which they undergo demands that they 
be brought three times to a white 
heat. The first time the steel becomes 
tempered; the second aud third time it 
becomes decarbonized aud loses its 
temper, the result l>eing au instru­ 
ment with a shell of hard steel, capa­ 
ble of taking a fair edge, but beneath 
which the metal is soft and unfit to 
stand honing, 
“All good instruments are hand 
forged. Thus prices are doubled and 
trebled over the prices of cast instru­ 
ments because of the skilled labor and 
time necessary to their construction. 
The workman In a careful factory 
must make a study of his work and 
learn the physical qualities of the 
steel or metal he works with, Its 
strength and cutting and tensión qual­ 
ities. General operating instruments 
are made of steel, silver, platinum, 
gold and aluminium. German steel, 
owing to its tenacity, Is used for for­ 
ceps and blunt instruments; English 
cast steel for edged tools, as it receives 
a high temper, a tine polish aud re­ 
tains Its edge. Silver when pure is 
very flexible and Is useful for cathe­ 
ters, which require frequent change of 
curve. When mixed with other metals, 
as coin silver, it makes firm catheters, 
caustic holders aud caunulated work. 
Seamless silver Instruments are least 
liable to corrode. Platinum resists the 
action of acids and ordinary heat and 
Is useful for caustic holders, actual 
cauteries aud tho electrodes of the 
gnlvano cautery. Gold, owing to its 
ductility, is adapted for fine tubes, 
such as eye syringes aud so forth, 
while aluminium is by its extreme 
lightness suitable for probes, styles 
aud tracheotomy tubes. 
“Handles are made of ebony, ivory, 
pearl or hard rubber. Ebony and rub­ 
ber are used for large instruments, 
though these at times bave handles of 
steel. Ivory makes a durable and 
beautiful handle, though it and ebony 
are uot entirely aseptic, because it is 
Impossible to boll them for the purpose 
of sterilization without their cracking. 
Ivory and pearl are used for scalpels 
and for small Instruments like those 
used In operating on the eye. On the 
whole, the best material for handles 
is hard rubber, since it may be vulcan­ 
ized on the Instrument, thus making it 
practically one piece, with no possible 
seam for the lodging of germs and 
hence perfectly safe. 
“Next to tho materials the mode of 
making determines tho instrument’s 
quality. Steel overheated In the forge 
is brittle or rotten. Iu shaping with 
the file the form may be destroyed. 
In hardening aud tempering the steel 
may be spoiled. In every stage the 
value of the Instrument depends upon 
the skill applied.”—New York Post.

PROLONGING THE LIFE 
OF MINE PROPS. 


One of the biggest expenses con­ 
nected with coal mining is tound in 
the mino timbers used to support the 
various gangways. Their destruction 
by dscay aud breaking costs many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
annually, and in some cases the loss 
of human life. 
Mine operators are 
fully fam iliar witfl these losses. They 
know also that the seasoning and the 
preservative treatm ent ot tim ber add 
to its life in service in the mine. 
But it has only recently been estab­ 
lished by experiment that effective 
seasoning and treating with creosote, 
caibolinium and zinc chloride es wocd 
preservatives can be secured at a cost 
so slight in proportion to the greatly 
increased life of the props as to etfeot 
a material saving. 
The experiment 
carried on during the past few months 
by the Philadelphia and Beading Coal 
and Iron Company, at its collieries 
near Pottsville, Pa., under the direc­ 
tion of a member of the Forest 
Service, has resulted in an economy 
which demonstrates that the preserva­ 
tion of mine props can be put on a 
Arm commercial basis. 
In the loss of mine timbers at lest 
00 per cent are destroyed by decay 
and the remainder by crush. The 
percentage charged to decay sjrould 
be.eveu higher, because many of the 
timbers which break have already 
been weakoned by decay. 
Decay is 
probably the cause of 75 per cent of 
all failures in mine timbers. 
Decay iu props is principally caused 
by wood-destroying tungi. 
Warm, 
moist air, together with certain gases 
always found iu mines, greatly tavois 
the development of these tungi. 
Ventilation is an enormotrs factor. 
Timber iu the vicinity of shafts and 
slopes where there is abundance of 
fresh air lasts longer than-that deeper 
iu the mines. 
l’he variation of 
moisture and tem perature within 
mines is so wide that timber's may 
decay iu eight mouhts or may last 
several years. Timbers that are con­ 
stantly dry last longer than those 
subjected to an alternation of those 
conditions. 
Insects play a very considerable 
part in the destruction of min9 tim ­ 
bers. 
Many torms are found, in­ 
cluding bark boreres, ants and tim ber 
worms. Their presence may be due 
to allowing logs to lie unpeeled for a 
considerable 
tim e 
after felling. 
Insect-infested tim ber is frequently 
overlooked by the inspectors aud 
allowed to go inside the tuines. Ants 
and cerambycid borers may attack 
props after they go in tbe mine. 
There decay spreads rapidly, and the 
destructive work 
ot the insects 
appears to be in no way affected by 
the lack of light or by presence of 
gases. Creosote and caruolinium are 
effective insecticides and stop the 
work of the wood-borers. 
A mine prop is composed of three 
parts, which together form a “ set” -- 
two uprights, called legs, across the 
top of which is a crosspiece, called a 
Collar. 
After a prop is decayed 
sufficiently to necessitate its removal, 
it is replaced. 
At times, when only 
one leg is decayed, that leg alone is 
removed aud replaced by a new one. 
Frequently, however, the whole set is 
replaced, aud this involves the de­ 
struction of all the logs by sawing 
them in two to remove them. 
Various materials and methods for 
preservative 
treatm ent have been 
tried, and up to the present time all 
have proved effioient. (July tim e will 
show which are the most satisfactory 
from the practical point of view. 
Applied with a brush, creosote and 
carbolinium give an excellent pene­ 
tration in solid wood, frequently 
averaging lrom one-fourth to one-half 
an inch. 
The amount of oil that 
seasoned loblolly pine takes from a 
brush 
application is 
surprizing, 
especially in the end grain. 
L ittle 
difference in penetiation has as yet 
been noted between creosote and car- 
t.olinium, tho the latter seems better 
on absolutely green timber. 
All 
brush treatm ents were applied hot 
and iu two coats. The second coat 
absorbed practically as much oil as 
the first. 
Üpen-tank treatm ent has succeeded 
beyond all expectations. 
1'his con­ 
sists of au immersion of the timbers 
tor several hours in preservative and 
then allowing them to cool to atmos­ 
pheric tem perature. While the feasi­ 
bility of the opeu-tank treatm ent has 
been demonstrated, there is much yet 
to bo learned. 
The cost may he re­ 
duced by shortening the immersion 
aud thus consuming less fluid. 
A 
very heavy treatm ent is not necess­ 
ary. The best preservatives [approxi­ 
mately double the serviceable life of 
railway ties and may be counted on 
to do tbe same or better for mine 
props. Seasoned and treated props, 
which were put in alongside of the 
old-style props, unseasoned and uu- 
peeled, are as sound as ever, while 
the others are already showing signs 
of fungous growth aud decay. 
Most cf the props iu the collieries 
investigated are loblolly pine; Penn­ 
sylvania pitch pine furnishes 20 per

Ciovernor Pardee’s plan to revolu­ 
tionize tbe revenue system by separat­ 
ing state from city and county taxes 
has m uch to comm end it. 
The p ro ­ 
position is to tax publio u tilities co r­ 
porations a certain 
percentage 
on 
th eir gross in co m e/ and leave the 
counties to continue the d irect p ro ­ 
perty tax as th eir principal means ot 
support; as a t present. 
Railroad, gas 
and electric, water, and other cor­ 
poration, u n der this method, would 
be called upon to pay alm ost the 
entire cost of m aintaining tbe state 
governm ent, 
i t is doubtful, however, 
w hether they would, u nder the pro­ 
posed plan, pay more than they have 
been doing under tbe existing system. 
O ne thing is certain, this reform, if 
adopted, would cause the corporations 
to take a greater interest in state 
elections than heretofore, 
i t would 
not have a tendency to keep them 
out of politics, b at ju st the reverse. 
The fact th at they do in a measure 
oontrol politics now, is detrim ental 
to good governm ent. 
'L'beir activity 
in th is direction is deplored as a 
menace. 
And any plan th at would 
tend to intensify th e ir interest in this 
lin e is ap t to be looked upon with 
disfavor. 
¡Still, notw ithstanding this, 
it may be questioned whether their 
influence, u nder the reform method, 
would n ot be beneficial rather than 
otherwise. 
Furnishing 
tbe 
major 
portion 
of the funds 
to run the 
governm ent, they 
w ou ld, naturally, 
from motives of self-interest, throw 
th eir weight for economy in every 
departm ent. 
They wonid favor tbe 
c a ttin g down 
of expenses 
to 
tbe 
lowest possible notch consistent with 
efficiency, because it would mean a 
saving to them. 
On the other hand, 
it is possihle th a t it would create 
in some quarters a sp irit ot extravag­ 
ance in state atfaiis. 
The 
people 
would perhaps allow their demands 
to ru n 
riot, simply fiom a cinch 
sp irit toward the big corporations. 
It 
is impossible 
to gauge 
trom this 
stand po int how the proposed revenue 
system would work—whether for tbo 
better or worse. 
To divide the tax ­ 
payers into two contending factions— 
tbe corporations on the side of econ­ 
omy, the masses careless on this issue, 
or perhaps 
favoring 
extravagance, 
because of a deep rooted prejudice 
against 
corporations — is a serious 
problem.

PROPOSED CHANGES 
IN SCHOOL LAWS. 


At tbe state convention of school 
superintendents, 
ju st closed, recom 
m endations for legislation looking to 
the good of the schools and th e good 
of 
the 
children 
were adopted as 
follow s: 
T hat the child labor law include 
places of am usem ent among occupa­ 
tions prohibited, during school hours, 
to children under 14. 
T hat no child u nder 14 be adm itted 
to play houses unless accompanied by 
an adult. 
That children may be comm itted to 
a parental school by city or county 
superintendents in conjunction with 
parents or the judge of a juvenile 
court. 
T hat counties he awakened to m ain­ 
tain parental schools under direction 
ot su perin ten den t or superior judges. 
T hat a tru an t may he apprehended 
by any pence officer or school official. 
That attendance officers shall have 
au thority to enter places of em ploy­ 
ment to make investigation of viola­ 
tion of child labor and compulsory 
education laws. 
That school authorities be relieved 
from enforcing vaccination law. 
T hat teachers be paid an annual 
salary. 
That certificates issued 'b y county 
beards shall be subject to unitorm 
tees. 
T hat prim ary, 
gram m ar and high 
evening schools shall be recognized as 
a part of the state school system, also 
kindergartens. 
T hat tbe state school fund shall be 
increased from $7 to 89 per census 
child. 
T hat the law make clear the in ten d ­ 
ed m eaning of attendance on night 
school. 
T hat boards of education shall elect 
teachers on or before the last day ot 
tbe school term and if no election is 
held, 
then all teachers shall be con 
sidered re-employed for the ensuing 
year. 
T hat boards of education, boards of 
trustees and high school 
boards be 
perm itted to expend d istrict or city 
funds for transportation of children.

An Unprecedented Storm. 


The heaviest rainstoim experienced 
in this section sir ce a record of ra in ­ 
fall has been kept by 
the Hedgei 
office, em braeiug a period of nearly 
30 years, commenced Monday after­ 
noon. 
I t was preceded by a w ind­ 
storm of great lury. 
Old Roreas was 
abroad in lu ll strength 
th e entire 
morning, the velocity being estimated 
at 40 miles an hour. 
The high wind 
indicated a rainstorm ot more than 
ordinary m agnitude to follow. 
In the 
afternoon the wind m oderated, and 
the flood gates of the air were opened, 
pouring 
water 
in 
superabundance 
upon the land. 
D uring the entire 
hours it rained alm ost incessantly, 
and in torrential 
quantity. 
Trom 
noon Monday u u til noon Tuesday, the 
precipitation, according to the Hedger 
office 
raingauge, 
measured 
5.15 
inches. 
This is a 
record-breaker. 
Never before have we measured such 
a q u antity in 24 hours. 
We have ex­ 
perienced a heavier dow npour for a 
shorter period, but not such a total 
compressed into 21 hours. 
In March, 
1878, when the great flood occurred, 
sweeping away Chinatown, aud the 
main bridge over the m iddle fork of 
Jackson creek, three inches fell inside 
of half an hour. 
I t was a cloud burst, 
and with the breaking of the reservoir 
at New York Ranch created the hig h­ 
est water ever known here. 
Main 
street in fiont of the Na ional hotel 
formed part of the channel of Jackson 
creek when the flood was at its height. 
The late 
storm 
continued 
with 
abated 
fury 
during 
Tuesday and 
u n til Wednesday morning, the ra in ­ 
fall for the tw enty-four hours ending 
Wednesday 
noon 
m easuring 
2.24 
inches, m aking the total in two days 
7.3G inches, 
aud for the week 8.70 
inches. 
Total laiu tall for the season 
11.33 inches, 
against 
2.37 for the 
corresponding period of 1905, and 9.55 
for the season of 1904-5. 
The storm of wind and rain frund 
out the weak spots in roofs, and a 
num ber of stores aud dwellings were 
seveial 
degrees removed 
trom the 
water tight mark. 
The hall of re 
cords stood the storm well, 
but the 
court house leaked badly. 


From Monday m orning u n til Wed­ 
nesday, the rainfall at the Kennedy 
mine, according to the gauge kept at 
the Kennedy 
office, measured 7.Cl 
inches, a q uarter of an inch more 
than the record at Jackson. 
The p re­ 
cipitation at the Kennedy is usually 
somewhat greater than at Jackson, 
although there is less than two uules 
between the two points. 
Kenuedy, 
however, is 200 or 300 ieet higher 
than Jacksou, aud this to some extent 
accounts for the greater rainfall.

was a small toot bridge on the uppei 
side of the road, crossing this gulch. 
Ou reaching this stream, 
Piccardo 
essayed to go through, 
i t was wide, 
aud no danger was apprehended, n o t­ 
withstanding 
the large 
volume of 
water. 
Reaching the m iddle of the 
stream, the footbridge was suddenly 
swept 
away 
by the 
current, 
and 
carried full tilt against the wagon, 
and became entangled therein, bring ­ 
ing tbe wagon to a dead stop. 
Here 
was a pretty predicam ent; stalled in 
tbe m iddle of a powerful current, 
with the tim bers oi the bridge s trik ­ 
ing against his wagon with the force 
of a battering ram, and threatening to 
capsize it every moment. 
Tbe wnters 
was breaking over his wagon bed. and 
damaging the 
freight. 
F or nearly 
two hours he was held in this plight, 
workiug like a beaver, with what helo 
he could get, to extricate himself and 
team from the perilous situation.

REFRIGERATOR RULES. 


Use clean, flat dishes to hold what­ 
ever is on the lower shelves. 
Buy your ice In pieces as large as 
can be accommodated. This Is much 
more economical than to buy small 
ones. 
Be careful not to fill dishes too full 
so that they will spill over. If any­ 
thing Is spilled, don't fail to wipe It up 
immediately. 
Pack the ice well together and do 
not wrap it in paper or cloths; instead, 
keep the door of the ice chamber shut 
as much as possible. 
Do not put food of any sort directly 
on the Ice. 
If II is absolutely neces­ 
sary to place It near the ice, see that It 
is In glass or porcelain. 
Empty the refrigerator at least once 
a week; scrub the interior thoroughly, 
then scald the ice chamber and drain­ 
pipe with boiling water in which a 
lump of soda has been dissolved; fol­ 
low this with clear boiling water; wipe 
dry and let it air for twenty minutes.

Ia spite of his youth 
be could lead men, and, as for plan 
nlng, no one could equal him. lie had 
saved his cash instead of blowing it 
in, and he had induced certain other 
tough chaps to do the same, and sq 
when the time came he was well heel­ 
ed. 
That time came when be learned 
that certain merchants of Singapore 
were to ship a large sum of money by 
a sailing vessel to Manila. It was not

One day, fifteen mouths after the rais­ 
ing of the black flag to the music of 
the band, the five pirates stood on the 
gallows with ropes around their necks. 
Chin Fin had done no talking since 
his capture except to claim that it was 
nil a mistake and that he was a good 
young man. When be saw that there 
was no longer any hope, however, ho 
made a speech. 
He admitted that he 
had been a boss bad man from head to 
heel and that the world ought to re­ 
joice that he was to die. He spoke for 
half an hour, then with a dignified 
wave of his hand he signaled the hang­ 
man to let ’er go and was launched 
Into eternity.

Stories of La Tagrllonl, F anny E lssler 
mid Lola Montcz. 
It has been asserted that the grand 
ballet died when the famous Taglionl 
retired In 1845. At any rate, the ballet 
today is chiefly a spectacle of dress 
and colored limelight. Except for a 
Very few performers, dancing as a 
high art has vanished. 
There is no one now to set beside 
La Taglioni, who was the queen of tho 
stage. Balzac introduced her into his 
novels. Even Thackeray condescended 
to notice her and declared enthusias­ 
tically in “The Newcomes” that the 
“young men of tho day will never see 
anything so graceful as Taglioni in 
‘La Sylphide.’ ” At that time she was 
the rage. 
Stagecoaches and great­ 
coats were named after tier. 
La Taglioni owed her charm to a 
wonderful lightness and grace. 
Her 
style was rather ideal than realistic 
and voluptuous, as was then the vogue. 
The hideous ballet skirt of today she 
never wore, but a skirt that reached 
nearly to her ankles. It was one of 
the principles of her father, who taught 
hor all she learned of the art, that the 
dancer should be modest In dress, in 
movement and in expression. 
Another famous master, who called 
himself “Le Dieu de la Danse,” always 
told his pupils to use all the coquetry 
they could. 
Yestris, who founded the famous 
Vestris family, was an eighteenth cen­ 
tury celebrity and quite remarkably 
conceited even for a dancer. “There 
are but three great men alive,” he used 
to say, “myself, the Prussian Fred­ 
erick and Voltaire.” (It Is interesting 
to compare Southey’s remark that a 
male dancer deserves to be ham­ 
strung.) That profession of which he 
was so proud is indeed an arduous one. 
Vestris used to practice for about six 
hours a day. 
A dancer must be ex­ 
tremely strong and supple. 
A curious story is told about Fanny 
Elssler, a German dancer with coal 
black hair, which Illustrates the ex­ 
treme muscular strength a dancer re­ 
quires. She was crossing to America 
when she entered her cabin one day 
and discovered a thief abstracting the 
jewel case which she kept hidden un­ 
der her pillow. Before he could attack 
her she planted her foot full iu his 
chest and killed him on the spot. 
It is curious that no Englishwoman 
has ever achieved supreme success as 
a dancer. It is possible, as foreigners 
assert, that they lack the dramatic gift. 
It Is certain that a lifelong devotion 
and arduous apprenticeship are essen­ 
tial to any expression through the me­ 
dium of dancing. The “rats,” the be­ 
ginners at the Paris Opera, are arti­ 
cled for five years, and then, unless 
they have danced from their cradle, 
they cannot hope to attain the first 
rank. 
Another quality essential to the great 
dancer is infinite patience. 
The only 
English dancer who ever gave promise 
of attaining the front rank failed in 
this respect. 
Lola XIontez was the 
somewhat foreign name she had taken. 
She lost her temper one day with the 
manager at rehearsal and expressed 
her feelings so dramatically as to 
break an umbrella over his head. 
Xlan- 
agers will endure much for art’s sake, 
but this was too much. 
Carlotta Grisi Is another famous 
name of the old opera. 
It was she 
who first Introduced the polka into 
England—a Bohemian dance that came 
to stay. 
It was for her, too, that 
Heine, Gautier and Adolphe Adam 
collaborated in writing “Giselle.” 
There were a score more famous 
names that were familiar words in 
those days. 
Of the twelve leading 
dancers engaged at the King’s theater 
in 1824 for a two months’ season five 
were a sufficient attraction to receive 
more than £1,000 each.—London Mail. 


A T errible Punishm ent. 
Herr Hager, a wealthy and absent- 
minded hanker who lived in Berlin 
many years ago, frequently had watch­ 
es picked from his pocket. At first he 
had recourse to all kinds of safety 
chains; then one fine morning he took 
no precaution whatever and quietly al­ 
lowed himself to bo robbed. At night, 
on returning from business, he took up 
the evening paper, when he uttered an 
exclamation of delight. 
A watch had 
exploded iu a man’s hands. The hands 
of the victim were shattered aud the 
left eye gone. The crafty hanker had 
filled the wateh case with dynamite, 
which exploded during the operation of 
winding.
